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Enclosed for filing in connection with the above-identified application are 3 
sheets of formal drawings in compliance with the Notice of Allowability dated 
November 22, 2005. These drawings merely clean up the figures previously filed and 
designate Figure 2 with the "Prior Art" caption. These Amendments add no new 
matter. 

The Notice of Allowability stated that a Notice of Draftsperson's Drawing 
Review (PTO-948) was attached thereto, but such a Notice was missing from the 
papers, and also not indicated on the Notice's transmittal form (PTOL-37). If such a 
Notice is forthcoming, the undersigned will respond to it in due course. 

The Notice of Allowability was based on a telephone interview conducted on 
November 15, 2005. The Examiner's Interview Summary states that "it was agreed
